EVERY BOOK 


A SHIP TYRANT. 


CAPT. CLARKE’S IMPROBABLE STORY OF 
THE THAYER MUTINY. 


The Captain’s Former Record for Brutality 
te Sallors—His Tyranny on the American 
Ship Sunrise—Three Sailors Driven to Death 
by Brutal Treatment—Clarke’s Light Pun- 
ishment. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, February 19.—Papers recetved 
through the mails by the steamer Oregon, 
which arrived Sunday last, verify the ac- 
count recently published in the Post-DISPAT¢CH 
of the terrible munity on board the American 
ship Francis N. Thayer. 

The story as told by Capt. Clarke appears an 
improbable one. That he has the reputation 
of being a strict disciplinarian and Vigilant 
officer there is no doubt. But when two men, 
and those Maylays, hold a crew of fourteen 
men and their officers at bay tor over thirty- 
six hours, appears strange. The mutiny on 
board the Francis N. Thayer brings to mind 
Capt. Clarke’s previous record in San Fran- 
cisco, where he was tried for cruelty to sea- 
menon board the American ship Sunrise in 
1878. The Sunrise left her wharf at New York, 
May 6, 1878, and after laying off Sandy Hook 
until the 12th, she put to sea, bound for San 
Francisco, She arrived in San Francisco Sep- 
tember 27, after a run of 188days. The first 
men who boarded the Sunrise after she 
entered the Golden Gates were amazed at 
the appearance of the crew. They were ragged, 
emaciated, lame, bruised and spiritless. 
They moved about as if in constant dread of 
punishment, but when questioned by ruuners 
gave frightened and evasive answers. One of 
the runners, a Frenchman, found among the 
crew a countryman whose condition was so 
wretched that the runner was moved to take 
bim ashore and decently cloth, feed and house 
him. It was through this man that the start- 
ling facts became known that the crew had been 
driven to death and one made insane by in- 
human treatment by the captain’s mates. 
The Frenchman only told the story after be- 
ing assured of protection by his countryman, 
but the others of the crew could 
not at first, be made talk 
on the subject, so great was their 
fear of the officers. The Swedes among the 
crew were also given assurance by the Swedish 
Consul, and gradually the whole story leaked 
out. The two mates—Harris, first mate, and 
Maloney, second mate—immediately deserted 
and fled the city when the sailors’ stories be- 
gan to be told. None of the sailors could be 
induced to swear out warrants for the Cap- 
tuin’s arrest. Henry George,the political econ- 
omist, then editor of the Evening Post, 

ASSUMED THE ROLL OF PUBLIC PROSECUTOR 
and swore to warrants on information and be- 
lief. Clarke was arrested, and search made for 
the mates, for whose arrests the citizens of- 
ered a reward. The prosecution of the case 
against Capt. Clarke threatened to lan- 
guish in the court, as it was 
given in charge of Asssistant District 
Attorney Morrow. who owed his affice 
less to brillfant legal ability thän to political 
usefulness, whereas the Captain was repre- 
sented by Alex. Campbell and Milton Andros, 
two of the most prominent criminal ‘lawyers 
in the city at that time. Gen. W. H. L. Barnes 
then offered his servicesto the prosecution 
and ultimately secured the conviction of 
Clarke and both mates, for which, by the way, 
the King of Sweden conferred upon Barnes 
two decorations and an orderof Knighthood. 
The trial began in the Circuit Court of San 
Francisco, before Judges Sawyer and Hof- 
man, on October 22, 1873. The evidence 


proved that the Captain and mates began 
treating the crew in the most savage 
manner from the hour Sandy 
left. Two days out ean 
jumped overboard and was drowned. 
had been knocked about the ship by the 
officers until half crazy. On the seventh day 
out John Condiff pomeed ovérboard for the 
same reason. On July 4, Francis Corrigan, a 
boy 17 years old, jumped from a yard-arm 
where he had been sent to perform a task for 
which he was unegal. It was the opinion of 
the crew that he preferred drowning to the 
beating he knew he would get if he returned 
to deck. His treatment had already rendered 
him an imbecile. From the testimony offered 
during the trial by one of the crew, August 
Wittpfenning, the following extract will serve 
to show the general character of the 
evidence.

The Tariff.

WasHINGTON, D. C., February 19.—The pas- 
sage of a tariff bill through the House is still a 
matter of speculation with the tariff reformers. 
The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee believe that a great deal 
still depends upon the earnest work they can 
do among the members. They believe that the 
bill as presented will have to undergo a great 
many changes before it comes out of the com- 
mittee. A great many points will have to 
be sacrificed to the wishes of doubtful 
members of the House. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. Morrison’s former 
bill came out of the committee with 


the free-list attachments shorn of most of its 
features. There areanumber of changes in 
the bill that both Mr. Morrison and Mr. Hewitt 
desire, and which they will endeavor to bring 
about in committee. There are a number of 
matters under consideration in the Treasur 
Department, too, which may go into the bill. 
Another feature which will give it a some- 
what different complexion when it k reported 
back, will be the introduction of clauses be- 
longing to the present law, such as the 
cotton schedule. It has been intended 
to omit from the bill as portions of the 
present law, which it was not intended to 
change; this with a view to a saving in bulk. 
The members of the committee now see that 
many portionsof the present law are so inti- 
mately interwoven with the proposed changes 
that it will be necessary fora perfect under- 
standing of the bill to have them printed 
therein. How soon the bill will be reported 
back it would be impossible to say. Mr. Mor- 
rison and his associates say they would be 
read in a week, but the Republican 
members of the committee will try to 
delay the report a considerable time, 
The Democratic members of the committee 
have been assured of the votes of many Demo- 
cratic Protectionists wnen the bill is put on its 
passage. These assurances, however, are not 
sufficient to form a good estimate of the prob- 
abilities of getting the bill through.

The Tariff,

WasnHInetTon, D. C., February 19.—The pas- 
sage of a tariff bill through the House is still a 
matter of speculation with the tariff reformers. 
The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee believe that a great deal 
still depends upon the earnest work they can 
do among the members. They believe that the 
bill as presented will have to undergo a great 
many changes before it comes out of the com- 
mittee. A great many points will have to 
be sacrificed to the wishes of doubtful 
members of the House. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. Morrison’s former 
bil came out of the committee with 


the free-list attachments shorn of most of its 
features. There areanumber of changes in 
the bill that both Mr. Morrison and Mr. Hewitt 
desire, and which they will endeavor to bring 
about in committee. There are a number of 
matters under consideration in the Treasury 
Department, too, which may go into the bill. 
Another feature which will give it a some- 
what different complexion when it ls reported 
back, will be the introduction of clauses be- 
longing to the present law, such as the 
cotton schedule. It has been intended 
to omit from the bill as portions of the 
present law, which it was not intended to 
change; this witha view to a saving in bulk. 
The members of the committee now see that 
many portionsof the present law are so inti- 
mately interwoven with the proposed changes 
that it will be necessary fora perfect under- 
standing of the bill to have them printed 
therein. How soon the bill will be reported 
back it would be impossible to say. Mr. Mor- 
rison and his associates say they would be 
read in a week, but the Republican 
members of the committee will try to 
og A the report a considerable time. 
The Democratic members of the committee 
have been assured of the votes of many Demo- 
cratic Protectionists wnen the bill is put on its 
passage. These assurances, however, are not 
sufficient to form a good estimate of the prob- 
abilities of getting the bill through. The Ohio 
delegation is expected to support the bill, but 
Mr. Morrisonand his friends do not know 
whether they can depend on the Pennsylvania 
or New Jersey delegations or not.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Fepruary 19.—The 
Chair laid before the Senate a communication 
from the Secretary of the Interior transmitin 
a copy ofthe laws passed at the last session o 
the Legislature of Arizona. 

Mr. Manderson offered a resolution direct- 
ing the Secretaries of State and War to inquire 
and report to the Senate the facts surrounding 
the killing of Capt. Emmet Crawford, of the 
United States Army, said to have been slain on 
or about January 10, 1886, by Mexicon troops, 
andto report what steps were a taken 
for the punishment by the exican 
Government of those guilty of the alleged 
outrage; also whether reparation and indem- 
nity should not be made to those who suffered, 
and ample explanation and apology to the 
United States for the apparently gross insult. 
In offering the resolution Mr. Manderson said 
it was due to the United States, not 
less than to tbe relatives of the 
deceased, that inquiry should be made as to 
the killing of Capt. Crawford. Mr. Mander- 
son read the official reports of Lieut. Maus, 
U.S. A., on the subject, and maintained that 
if the facts were there correctly set forth they 
constituted a very serious reflection on the 
Mexican troops. 

Mr. Manderson paid a high tribute tothe 
courage and soldierly devotion of Capt. Craw- 
ford, and animadverted with severity on the 
course pursued by the Mexicans. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the United States would 
compel reparation, if necessary by force, 
from the Mexican Government, in case that 
Government should prove to bejn any way re- 
sponsible for the conduct of its troops in this 
instance. 

Mr. Butler objected to the present consider- 
ation of the resolution. 

Mr. Edmunds said the eustom of the Senate 
was to refer to the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations all questions affecting our relation 
with foreign Governments. The subject mat- 
ter of the resolution should be carefully 


inquired into, but, at this present 
moment, Mr. Edmunds continued, ‘‘we

TRUNK LINES CERTAIN TO REDUCE THEIR 
RATES TO THE PACIFICO COAST. 


The Freight Tariff Cut in Two—Greed of the 
Atchison Road—C. P. Huntington Puts His 
Lines in Shape for the Fight—The Chicago 
Lines Following the Example of the Mis- 
souri River Roads. 


NEw YorK, February 19.—The papers this 
morning are filled with gossip about the Trans- 
continental Railway war. 
The Times says: The cuts yesterday were 
made by the Missouri River roads alone, 
neither the trunk lines nor the Chicago roads 
participating in the fightas yet. The trunk lines 
have not yet determined just what action they 
willtake. Persons buying tickets are obliged 
to get them to Chicago, Kansas City or Omaha 
by the trunk lines, and from thence on receive 
an order from the Missouri River agencies. If 
the fight lasts, and there is little indication 
that it will not, the trunk lines will certainly 
reduce their through rates to the Pacific 
Coast to conform to the new cut rates 
made yesterday. All the roads interested 
declared yesterday that no change had been 
made in the freight schedule, which it was 
admitted allaround had not been conformed 
to. All the roads seemed to be watching each 
other to see what would be done, but a repre- 
sentative of one of the Chicago roads, which 
will almost certainly be drawn into the fight, 
authoritatively stated last night that the 
freight tariff had been out in two, and begin- 
ning this morning the California shippers 
could send goods at as low relative rates as 
those made for passengers. The disruption of 
the Transcontinental pool, or rather the end- 
ing of all plans for establishing such 
a pool, was all day the chief topic of 
talk and discussion in Wall street.

Her Answer to His Divorce Petition—Cold 

Treatment of the Baby—Scene on a Street-

Mrs. Mary J. Rumsey, wife of Wm. C. Rum- 
sey of the Rumsey & Sikemeier Boiler firm, 
filed an answer to-day in court to the petition 
for divorce filed by her husband a few days 
since.

It is necessary to show how the election 
frauds were perpetrated, as a preliminary 
movement toward locating the responsibility 
for them.

The Board of Revision appointed by the Re- 
corder of Votes is entrusted with the final 

cleansing of the registration lists, and they do 
their work in the fifteen or twenty days before 
election. The law says emphatically that not 
more than one-half the members of this board 
shall be of one political party. There is a re- 
viser for each ward, and according to the law 
there should not be more than fourteen Dem- 
ocrats or fourteen Republicansin any board of 
revision appointed for this city.

THE PRODUCTION OF MRS. PITTMAN’S PLAY 
ATTRACTS A FINE AUDIENCE. 


A Creditable Performance by a Local Cast— 
Judge Tourgee’s Lecture The Mapleson

e world, is given to flirting and to having 
her own way in everything. She is neverthe- 
less, so irresistibly attractive that every man 
who meets her falls desperately in love with 
her, at least every man in the play falls 
in love with her and proposes to her person- 
ally or by proxy. The entire male force of 
the cast stood ready to catch Lenore if she 
fell in the direction of any one. She wins the 
love of Maurice Lester, who is said to be every- 
thing that man could be, but she flirts a Wittle; 
he becomes unreasonable and insanely jeal- 
ous and they part in anger. Lenore then, 
while declaring that she cannot throw herself 
from one man’s arms into another’s, pro-

Darrell part. Asshe cannot marry 
oung man who is in love with her because of 
is inanity and idiocy, and asthe first young 
man has engaged himself to another young 
lady, there is nothing left for her to do but to 
pine away and die. She does this in the most 
approved style, her death being enlivened by 
the presence of all of her lovers. She dics 
chastened and repentant, although this had to 
be taken largely for granted last evening, ow- 
ing to the difficulty of hearing her last words. 
The length of the hall made it difficultto hear 
what was not spoken loudly by the perform- 
ers. 

Maurice Lester is presented as a beau ideal 
a paragon of manly perfection in mental an 
moral attributes, and yet he seemed to have 
more than his share of failings. He is open to 
indictment. The first thing he did after be- 
coming engaged to Lenore was to put a serious 
injunction on her not to flirt. Again when he 
returns after a — — the first thing he 
does is to question his flancee as to her con- 
duct. This indicates a small and suspicious 
disposition. He might have made a show of 
confidence. Again, he was entirely tyrannical, 
rather ungentiemanly and unreasonable in his 
demands, and in the fourth act the confession 
of his love for Lenore when he was pledged to 
another, and his kissing and caressing her 
under the circuimst@gees was not the manliest 


f acts. 

It might be suggested, also, that the situ- 
ation in which Lenore proposes to Mr. Darrell 
was somewhat awkward. A woman would 
scarcely doa thing of this kind. A proud 
woman could not, and a clever woman would 
not; she would have tact enough to make 
him propose and thus save her pride. 
The necessity or propriety of the last act may 
be questioned. It lengthens the play too 
much, and gives a trying situation to the per- 
formers. 1e play would hardly be injured 
by stopping at the fourth act, where there isa 
neat and good situation. 

The admirers of Lenore developed atendency 
to grasp and cling to her hands under all cir- 
cumstances, which was probably a mode of 
expressing their devotion, and was natural, 
considering Lenore’s attractiveness.

He sald that the motion forthe writ was 
based on the law of March 27, 1883, which pro- 
vided for the inspection of ballots in contested 
elections, but that the power granted in every 
section of the act was conferred only in cases 
of contested election and gave no right to any 
court to exercise such power in quo warranto 
proceedings. The law drafted giving this right 
was under a constitutional provision authoriz- 


ing the Legislature to make a law applicable 
— in such cases of contest. Mr. 
Bell submitted, therefore, that it 
was impossible for the court, under this law, 
to grant the writ desired.

GOUGH GONE. 


Death of the Great Temperance Lecturer at 
Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, February 19.—John B. 
Gough, the great temperance lecturer, who 
was stricken with paralysis Monday night, 
died yesterday afternoon at4:40 o’clock. His 
wifeand a number of relatives were at the 
bedside, The stroke of paralysis was a com- 
plete surprise to even his nearest 
friends, who had supposed the speak- 
er to be in perfect health when 


he appeared on the stage Monday. He had 
roceeded well with his address when he fell 
the floor unconscious. The body was em- 


bookbinding. His mother died in a few years 


and Gough fell to per 
ton playhouses. In 1838 he was nearly burned 
by his bed being consumed while he was on & 


drunken spree. He continued to carouse and 
loaf, until in 1843 he signed the pledge and 
threw himself into the temperance work. He 
bad many backsets in his labors, but perse- 
vered until his personal magnetism swept him 
into popularity. In 1853 he lectured in Eng- 
land with great success, and from there wrote 
the famous dead letter“ about the 
Maine liquor laws, which resulted in his suing 
Dr. Lees, a — temperance apostle, for 
slander, and securing a complete retraction. 
He was unflagging ia his temperance work, 
and was recognized the warid over as the most 
eloquent advocate the cause of sobriety 
ever had. As aspeaker his power was some- 
thing wonderful, and he held his hearers at all 
times under something like a magic spell,

THE ELECTRIC ELEVATED ROAD TO DIE IN 


THE COUNCIL TO-NIGHT. 


Two of the Seven Votes in Its Favor Alienated 


—The street Commissioner Bobs Up Serenely 
and Sits Down on a Ten-Story Building—The 
Anheuser-Busch Switch Bill to Pass the 
Council with One Amendment Mr. Ewing’s 
Testimonial—City Hall News and Gossip. 


The Electric Plevated Railroad bill will come 
up in the City Council this evening for final 
disposition, and the action of the city fathers 


upon the bill will show thatsome effective work 


has been done since the meeting of the body on 


Tuesday night last. At that meeting, asevery- 


body knows, the votes on ordering the bill 


to engrossment stood seven in favor of the 
measure. Since that time considerable work 
has been done, the result of which has been 
the temporary: defeat, if not the permanent 


death, of the project. The promoters 
of the enterprise had counted all 
along upon the seven members 
who stood by them up to the 


the last minute, but to-night they will find 
that two have been persuaded that the city is 
in anything but the right shape for an elevated 
road and particularly an elevated road oper- 
ated by electricity. This will leave but five of 
the Council in favor of the bill, and doubts 
have been expressed by at least two members 
as to whether it will have even 
that many. Mr. Joe Temple, Chairman 
of the Committee on Railroads, remarked to- 
day thata passage of the bill at the present 
time would be a particularly unwise action on 
the part of the Council. The people of St. 
Louis,’’ said he, ‘‘arein entire ignorance of 
the whole scheme, It strikes me, as a Coun- 
cilman, that it would be dead wrong 
to make it a law under such 
circumstances, and the condition 
of affairs now will not necessitate us to stay 
awake until3 o’clockin the morning discuss- 
me the matter, as we did Tuesday night. The 
bill didn’t get my vote that night, and it will 
not get my vote to-night. The Electric Ele- 
vated Railroad bill will go under.’’ From 
another source it was learned 
that the action of the Council 
to-night would put an end to all 
the hopes ot the gentlemen interested in build - 
ing an electric road in St. Louis and that no 
more efforts would be made in that direction. At 
all events, if another measure of the kind ever 
will bob up it will be promptly sat down upon 
by the Council. The change inthe sentiment 
experienced by the members, Mr. Tempest 
says, is due to fright. 


Mr. Turner Objects. 

Messrs. R. J. Hatch of New York. R. J. 
Cooper of Chicago, with Messrs. Hugh L. Fox 
ani Architect Miller ofthis city called upon 
Mayor Francis at his office this morning. The 


object of their visit was to obtain, if 
possible, a few concessions in relation 
to the ten-story building which it is proposed 
to erect at the corner of Olive and Fourth 
streets, and for which purpose the old struc- 
tures at that location are being torn 
away now. Messrs. Hatch and Oooper 
came in the capagity of representatives 
of the syndicate whose money is to be invest- 
ed in the building. The desire of the gentle- 
men was to obtain the permission of the Mayor 
to encroach some inches upon the pavement 
beyond the regular building line, in order to 
bulld the main entrance of the building, with 
its pilasters, in accordance with the plans and 
specifications. Todo this it was necessary 
that the pilasters project a trifle beyond the 
ilmit stipulated by the law. Street Commis- 
sioner Turner was present atthe meeting and 
entered an objection or two against the re- 
quest. The visitors departed without 
receiving the ermission they sought 
and with eelings of anything 
but gratification. Mr. Hugh L. Fox 
gavea parting shot atthe authorities by re- 
marking: Oh, we have nothing to say at all. 
Mr. Hatch, in his pamyhiet, said that this 
building will be the finest inthe world, and 
the builders have now decided to set it away 
back in a yard and put a bushel measure 
over it so that the people ean’t see 
it. We feel sorry about the 
bushel, but it seems that we can’t 
do anything better at the present reading.“ 
When the Street Commissioner was seen in 
reference to the matter he said: These men 
wanted to violate the law—violate the law, 
that is all. | entered no objection to their 
proposition that I can remember. In fact 1 
did not listen to all they said, as I was engaged 
in conversation with the City Comptroller.’’

A NOVEL SCHEME. 


The Proposed Organization of a Capi- 
talists’ Protection League in New York. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, February 19.—Mr. 8. M. Parfitt, 
No. 151 East Seventy-second street hasa big 
bank account and owns a lotof tenement 
houses, strung along Third and Sixth avenues. 
Two days ago a young man called at his house 
and said that he was the agent of the associa- 
tion, then in embryo, which had for its object 
the direct and immediate protection of all cap- 
italists and their properties. The agent said 
that the recent London riots, and the enthu- 
siasm with which the actions of the rioters had 
been indorsed ip Chicago and this city 
had decided many wealthy men to form a pro- 
tective league. They wanted all men worth 
anything over $100,000, to contribute a few 
hundred dollars a year for the maintenance of 
a special police force. The force would con- 
sist of probably 500 menor more, controlled 
directly by a governing committee appointed 
by capitalists and subject to the city police. 
The agent further explained that this special 
capitalistic body-guard would be uniformed 
and armed and would patrol the city by day 
and night, and would always have an eye on 
all labor meetings, particularly those under 
the auspices of Socialists or Communists. The 
watchmen who now guard the big 
down-town warehouses, the men who 
assist the policemen in protecting 
the Fifth avenue brown-stone houses, 


and the special detectives now retained by the 
large mercantile houses, would all be made 
factors of the new force. In case of riot, the 
agent said, this private body-guard would be 
immediately divided up in sections and every 
member of the Association would be escorted 
froin his oflice to his dwelling and would there 
be defended. Mr. Parfitt refused to contribute 
to any such fund for such a purpose. It is 
said that application for a charter for the Pro- 
tective Association has been or will be made, 
but no record of such application could be 
found at Albany yesterday. There are in this 
city now 500 active Socialists, all of whom 
strenuously oppose the use of arms in the at- 
tuinment of their aims, and there are 5,000 ac- 
tive, zealous Anarchists, led by Herr Most, 
who believe that by no other means than by 
the fire-brand and knife can they obtain jus- 
tice. When the London riots were in full blast, 
meetings were held here sympathizing with 
the rioters, and every night since Anarchists 
have held sessions to devise means for bring- 
me in their grievances to the minds of the 
rich. 

In such a state of things, said a labor or- 
ganizer yesterday, aman known far and wide 
through his conservative opinions, ‘‘the form- 
ation of such a league as indicated by the cap- 
italists would give birthto the ve dangers 
they wish to guard against. Herr Most would 
immediately cail a meeting of the Anarchists 
and tell them the police had joined the capi- 
talists. The memory of how their meetings 
were broken up a year ago by Capt. McCul- 
lagh, the constant presence of officers at meet- 
ings now, and this league work hand and 
glove in with the officers would drive the men 
wild. Beyond all question, a riot would be 
caused here. It would be quelled in afew 
days, but many lives would be sacrificed.’’

~ FRANKO'S FORTUNE. 


ANEW ORLEANS JEWELER’S HEAVY CL 
AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


Hamman Franko’s Establishment, Filled with 
Costly Jewelry and Diamonds, Seized by 
Gen. Butler—The Merchant Forced to In- 
dorse a Heavy Dratt-Futile Efforts to Col- 
lect the Claim. ; 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

New Tonk, February 19.—When Major- 
General Benjamin F. Butler was in command 
at New Orleans, one of the prominent places 
of business in the Crescent City was the jew- 
elry establishment of Hamman Franko at the 
corner of Fordyce and Carondelet streets. On 
May 1, 1862, Gen. Butler, as Military Governor, 
had the shop seized and the contents confis- 
cated on the ground of Mr. Franko’s treason- 
able practices. Mr. Franko is nowea resident 
of the city and has children. The Franko 
family of musicians are well-known on the 
concert stage. The little old diamond broker 
is upward of 70 years of age, but the loss which 
he suffered nearly a quarter of a century ago, 
still is vividly remembered, and yesterday he 
told with the greatest particularity the story of 
the long fight he had carried on to find out 
what had become of his property. 

FRANKO’S STORY. 

‘*‘When the city was captured by the Fed- 
erals,’’ said he, ‘‘I was carrying on my busi- 
ness. This wasin May, 1862. I was arrested 
almost at the start and taken to the Custom- 
house, where Gen. Butler had his headquar- 
ters, and was locked up. When I was arrested 
my store was taken possession of by orders 
from the General and my family forced to 
leave. Among the mail on an incoming 
steamer, which had just run the blockade, was 
a letter from Havana, in which was a draft for 
£1,246 686d. This was in payment for a cargo 
of cotton which I had sent out for sale, 
having taken this in return for goods and 
work from my customers, for vou 


must know that there was no money then in 
circulation there which was worth anything 
outside. Gen. Butler forced me toindorse the 
draft, and when I had done soand got back to 
my store, Ifound it sacked. The safes had 
been biown open and their contents carried 
off. Some of the silver was offered for sale at 
other shops or put in pawn for nothing like its 
value. This was done by officers and men, 
but several trunks were taken tothe Custom- 
house and stored in the vaults. These 
trunks were filled with valuable jewelry 
and precious stones. I tried to find out 
what had become of them, but could get no 
satisfaction. In 1863 I went to Europe and 
have been back and forth many times since. 
For the past few years I huve lived in New 
York. Nowlam poor, old and not able to 
hire counsel to look after my claim against 
Gen. Butler or the Government. 

By persistent efforts in a quarter of a cen- 
tury Mr. Franko has managed to keep up an 
enormous correspondence with the Govern- 
ment in its various departments. He has be- 
geeched the War Department for information, 
he has 

BEGGED THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT 

to do something for him. He began the cor- 
respondence at once after his liberation from 
the New Orleans prison and his first letters 
were addressed to President Lincoln and 
answered through the Assistant Secretary of 
War, C. P. Walcott, in the usual way, that the 
matter had been duly referred, etc. A great 
heap of official correspondence lay before 
Mr. Franko as he told his story yesterday. 
There was a record of the introduction by 
Congressman Ellis of Louisiana, of a private 
bilifor the relief of Mr. Franko. This was a 
very recent step, and in response to a letter to 
Speaker Carlisle on December 13,1884, that gen- 
tleman answers: ‘‘Uniess Gen. Butler turned 
over the proceeds of your draft and your jew- 
elry to the Government, it seemseto me that 
your claim is against him individually and not 
against the United States, but I presume Mr. 
Ellis understands the case, and will give it at- 
tention.’’ 

Nothing came of it, however, and the case, for 
aught Mr. Franko knows to the contrary, 
slumbers in a committee pigeon-hole with 
thousands of similar claims. For many years 
the claimant had not received a single response 
to his letters. In May, 1880, there came from 
Secretary Sherman, in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, a response to letters sent to the Presi- 
dent during several previous years. Inclosed 
in it was a report made by Gen. Butler in April, 
1880. The letter was a characteristic Butler doc- 
ument. 

This is the first time, said the General, 
„that the transaction alluded to has bween 
brought to my notice, or, so far as I know, 
to the notice of the Government. 
It is proper to premise that I 
am now answering this communication 
without examining the records of the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, where I have no doubt it all 
will be properly found in the Treasury Depart- 
mont. and also in the War Department. He 
then goes on to tellof the capture of the 
blockade runner and the finding of Mr. 
Franko’s draft among the mail matter on 
board. Franko was thereupon sent for and 
directed to indorse the draft to the Major-Gen- 
eral commanding, and as the matters were 
not done in a commercial way a receipt was 
given him for it so that there might be no mis- 
take as to what become ot it. The draft was 
collected and the money accounted for and the 
accounts settled in 1 between myself and 
the Government andI have never heard of it 
until now.’’ 

Aboutthe jewelry the report says that it 
was Ceposited in the safe in the Custom House 
and turned over to Gen. Banks on his succeed- 
ing Gen. Butler, December, 1862.
